Detailed Action 

This is the Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Sep 2, 2005. The 
application contains 33 claims, numbered 25-57. The text of those sections of Title 35, 
U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in Fig 2, reference numeral 40 is identifying 
the first member 30; accordingly, "40" apparently should be - - 30 - -. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining 
figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
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required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 46, 51, 52-56 and 57 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

i) in claim 46, line 1 should read, - - A method of mounting a light fixture to a 
vertical surface , to clear define the type of method claimed; 

ii) in claim 51, line 1 should read, - - A method of mounting a light fixture to a 
vertical surface , to clear define the type of method claimed; 

iii) in claims 52-57, the wording of the claimed members should be modified, for 
example claim 52 recites a "means for connecting a first support member to a light 
fixture"; this means for connecting can be anything, a screw, a thread, etc.; it would be 
better to recite a - - first support member having means for connecting said support 
member to a light fixture - this way Applicant is claiming a support member, that is 
what the disclosure recites. The same applies to the rest of the body of claim 52, and 
claims 53-57. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
Claims 46, 47, 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hunt III (Pat No 4,199,803). 

The patent to Hunt III discloses a connecting means (13) for mounting a fixture, a 
mounting means (11) attached to a ceiling but fully capable of being mounted to a 
vertical surface, means for positioning (12), means for placing (fasteners going through 
apertures 33) and means for maintaining (47). As to the method claims, this device can 
be used following the recited steps. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-45, 51 and 57 are allowed (please see objection to claims 51 and 57). 

Claims 48-50, and 54-56 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims (please objection to claims 48- 
50, and 54-56).
